IN THE FLOOD. 


Those who have not seen the JBa- 
yous of Louisiana, west of the Missis- 
‘sippi, cannot be said to have a 
thorough knowledge of America, even 
‘it they have visited every other state 
land territory. It is a country level as 
la prairie yet covered with mighty 
lforests, whose interlocking live oaks 
lany cypresses make grand arcades of 
leternal solitude and silence. 
| The roads in this land are few and 
short—the only means of communica- 
‘tion being the deep, canal-like bayous 
that are usually currentless and stag- 
‘nate in the shadows of the bordering- 
trees. 

The plantations along these bayous 
are famed for their sugar and cotton, 
‘and they would be the most valuable 
in the world were it not for the great 
sums of money expended by the plant- 
‘ers in building levees, or heavy arti- 
'ficial banks, to keep the bayous from 
overflowing in time of high water, 
jwhich usually comes when the ice is 
melting in the upper valleys of the 
‘Missouri and Mississippi. 

But, though the precaution taken 
‘to shut out the floods is great, it is 
‘not always effective. Heavy falls of 
‘snow in the winter to the North mean

| The floods in the spring of 1883 
‘will be long remembered as the most 
| severe that ever swept over the plan- 
‘tations bordering the bayous. Rich

jarowned and scores of human beings 
iperished in the floods or of hunger. 

| The plantations of Judge Riel and 
iar.

Congress in Massachusetts this week 
by a plurality of 5,640 in a district 
which elected a Republican in 1908 by 
a plurality of 14,000 is regarded 
here and throughout the country as 
a most significant indication as to 
popular feeling. Of course, political 
figurers are hard at work and will 
show plausibly special causes for this 
remarkable political change. But 
crediting the Republicans with all that 
they may claim as causes for this 
surprising result, it indicates that the

far that nothing but a miracle or 
Roosevelt can save the House next 
fall to the party in power. Let it be 
said with whatever emphasis can be 
brought to bear, that the party in 
power is not responsible for high 
prices o= for unsatisfactory business 
conditions. Inasmuch as the party in 
power, Democratic or Republican, al- 
ways claims credit for whatever good 
thing, happens it must face the 
responsibility for some of the bad, 
even if it should be bad crops.

Roosevelt policies than it is possible 
for President Taft accomplish, 
handicapped as he is by those in the 
House and the Senate with whom he 
has elected to consort. It is a curi- 
ous situation and unprecedented in 
our political history that a self-exiled 
ex-President is at this moment more 
potential in the political affairs of the 
country than the genial gentleman in 
the White What he may say 
or do when or before he lands here 
in June is a matter of keen solicitude 
to regulars ,insurgents, Democrats 
and to everyone interested in current 
politics. 

Mr. Garfield, in his speech in Cleve- 
land ,made a severe arraignment of 
those Republican leaders guilty of a 
policy he thinks is certain to 
lead the party to defeat. He Insisted 
that the American realized 
that present conditions pointed to 
something radically wrong. He 
urged progressive action and pointed 
out that when party fails to be 
progressive its usefulness has begun 
to wane. “It is our duty,” said Mr. 
Garfield, “to squarely face the situa- 
tion and to stand up and be counted 
for the policies that are in sympathy 
with the best progressive thought of 
our country, and the people are just- 
ly calling upon us for a fulfilment of 
that policy. They will not be satis- 
fied with inaction and makeshift legis- 
lation.” These words, coming from 
“Jimmie,” as Mr. Roosevelt was wont 
to call this member of his regular 
cabinet and of his tennis court or 
kitchen cabinet also, after Close com- 
munion as a guest of Gifford Pinchot 
than whom none was closer to Mr. 
Roosevelt naturally raise the question 
as to who are the representatives of 
the Roosevelt policies. It is useless 
to deny that Mr. Taft is or was Mr. 
Roosevelt’s chosen successor and po- 
litical heir. Nothing like such a 
selection has ever before occurred 
in American history, and the facts and 
the event are so recent that every- 
body knows and realizes them. The 
situation cannot but be embarrassing 
to the ex-President. Politician, 
statesman and historian as he is, he 
cannot but appreciate the difficulties 
with which the President has had to 
contend and is contending. No Presi- 
dent has ever been more sincerely 
anxious to carry out the policies be- 
queathed to him by party platform 
than President Taft, and it is not mere 
fiction to place the odium of failure, 
if failure it must be, on his wicked 
advisors.

TO CELEBRATE THE FOURTH, 


A movement was started at a meet- 
ing held at the rooms of the Board 
of Trade on Tuesday evening to have 
a grand celebration in Quincy on the 
Fourth of July. This is boom year 
in Quincy, and all business men are 
working together with that end in 
view, so that a “whoop her up” cele- 
bration would be in keeping with the 
time. 

The idea of a celebration started 
at a recent meeting of John A. Boyd 
Camp, Spanish War Veterans. In- 
vitations were sent to a number of 
local citizens to meet at the rooms 
of the Board of Trade, to discuss the 
advisability of a celebration. While 
the meeting of the Merchants Asso- 
ciation kept several from being pres- 
ent, quite a number accepted the in- 
vitation, and for an hour or more 
talked the matter over informally. 

It was agreed by all present that 
one big celebration for the whole city 
would be a grand good thing, and 
George A. Wardwell who sent out the 
notices of the meeting reported that 
he had been given much encourage- 
ment from many busines men whom 
he had seen. 

It was the general sentiment that 
the Board of Trade should take the 
initiative in the movement, and Presi- 
dent Stone of the Board of Trade 
promised to bring the subject before 
the directors and the meeting of the 


board and promised his hearty co- 
operation to the plan. 
The general outline was for the 


Board of Trade to send invitations to 
every society, club and organization 
of the city, inviting them to send one 
delegate, who should form a general 
committee. This committee would 
select an executive committee, and 
also appoint sub committees to look 
after every detail. The main question 
was the raising of the necessary 
funds. A plan for the celebration 
was mapped out, which it was esti- 
mated would cost from $1,200 to $1,- 
500. It was believed that a large sum 
could be raised by subscription, and 
that the City Council should be asked 
for an appropriation. These matters 
however will be taken up when the 
general committee is called together. 

The plan of the celebration as out- 
lined by those present was for a 
grand parade of antiques, historical 
features and business firms in the 
morning, to start from Merrymount 
park at 9 o'clock, to proceed over a 
route of about three miles which 
should end at the playground at 
Quincy Point about 10 o'clock. The 
parade of course would be reviewed 
in City Square by the Mayor and 
other dignitaries, and cash or other 
prizes would be offered for the best 
features in the parade. 

The idea of having the parade end 
at Quincy Point was because the play- 
ground had the only cinder track in 
the city, and that the parade should 
be followed by 1 series of sports. 
These would include a ten-mile cross 
country run, and other athletic 
events. It was thought that about 
ten events should ‘be run off and that 
such prizes should be offered as 
would insure a large entry of good 
athletes. 

The field sports would end at 1.30 
and there would then be a lull until 
2.30 or 3 o'clock at which hour there 
would be base ball games at West 
Quincy, South Quincy, Atlantic and 
Quincy Point, each for a purse of $25. 
At the same time thefe should be a 
grand out of door entertainment for 


the children at Merrymount park, 
which should include a grand _bal- 


loon ascension. 

In the evening there would be band 
concerts at Merymount park until 
dark, when there would be a grand 
display of fireworks so that the day 
might end in a blaze of glory. 

This in brief is the plan as out- 
lined by the gentlemen present at the 
meeting the carrying out of which 
would give the city such an awaken- 
ing as it has not had for years.

Atlantic and Pacific Oceans at Pana- 
ma, there will be a great celebration 
in Washington taking the form of an 
international fair and exposition. The 
city of Washington, assisted by Sena- 
tors and Representatives from Mary- 
land and Virginia and also to some 
extent favored by the eastern states, 
attempted twenty years ago to secure 
an international exposition at the 
capital of the United States, but, af- 
ter considerable work had been done, 
a powerful lobby of Chicagoans got 
the ear of Congress and calmly car- 
ried the big show to Chicago. This 
was the quadrennial of the discovery 
of America. Twenty years ago 
Washington was little prepared for a 
great exposition such as have been 
held often in Paris, twice in Vienna, 
in London, Philadelphia, Chicago, St. 
Louis, Buffalo, New Orleans and At- 
lanta, but now the capital city is at 
least twice as capable in entertain- 
ing and lodging capacity as she was 
in 1890. Since then a Union railway 
station, the finest and most commod- 
ious in the United States, if not in 
the world, has been built; many new 
hotels have been erected, hundreds of 
apartment houses have sprung up and 
electric railways reaching to all parts 
of the surrounding country, and 
towns have made, as it were, one 
city of Washington, Baltimore, Alex- 


andria, Rockville, Hyattsville, Takoma, 
Chevy Chase and Falls Church thus 


taking in, as it were, an area capable 


of offering accommodations to a half 


million visitors. But the greatest im- 
provement that has been made in 
Washington and completed since 1890 
the reclamation of the Potomac 
Flats and their transformation into 
a beautiful park in the center of the 
city, as it were, for this park les 
between Pennsylvania avenue, the 
White House and the Potomac river. 
The park is perfectly level, of ample 
area, and admirably adapted as a 
show ground or site for a world’s 
fair. At Philadelphia, Chicago and 
St. Louis it was necessary to travel 
for miles from the city in order to 
reach the expositions, and the fatigue 


is 


suffered and the time lost golng from 


lodgings to the fair and returning 
greatly interfered with the enjoy- 
ment and the educational benefits that 
might have been derived. The Po- 
tomac Park is in easy walking dis- 
tance from the center of the city and 
easily accessible by already  estab- 
lished street car lines from all parts 
of the surrounding country. 

There is a plan to secure, if pos- 
sible, ex-President ‘Roosevelt as presi- 
dent of the exposition. Leading 
business and professional men in 
Washington have united in an effort 


to secure his acceptance. The Board 


of Trade, the Chamber of Commerce 


and other citizens’ associations of the 
District are interested in the move- 
ment and there is strong probability 
that the greatest of human undertak- 
ings will be celebrated at the capi- 
tal of the country most vitally inter- 
ested in the completion of the Inter- 
oceanic Canal. 

The events of the week in Congress 
have been interesting, but not par- 
ticularly sensational. Mr, Root has 
finished his speech wpon the admin- 
istration railroad bill in which he ex- 
pounded the Constitutional questions 
involved and made the important ad- 
mission that there were certain car- 
riers in the country that would be 
exempt from the operations of the 
sections regulating stocks and bond 
issues. 

The Senate committee investigat- 
ing the high cost of living of which 
Senator Lodge is chairman, found a 
pretty tough witness in Wallace 
Pierce of Boston, yesterday. Mr. 
Pierce insisted that the tariff had ad- 
vanced prices and when asked for 
specific instances he promptly gave 
them, citing a number of articles in 
common use on which the prices had 
been advanced, due, he said, to the 
Payne-Aldrich bill. 

There was a clash yesterday be- 
tween Senator Nelson and Attorney 
Brandeis in the Ballinger-Pinchot 
Investigation Committee, in which the 
antagonism which has seemed to exist 
between the Attorney and the Chair- 
man from the beginning of the con- 
troversy was emphasized and inten- 
sified. 

Several prominent members of Con- 
gress have stated that they do not 
think Congress can finish work and 
adjourn by the 15th of May as pre- 
dicted by Senator Aldrich. Champ 
Clark of Missour! says July the Ist 
will still see Congress in session.

MOTHERS’ ASSOCIATION, 


A largely attended meeting of the 
Mothers’ Association was held Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 

A. L. Barbour, superintendent of 
schools, addressed the association 
on “The school problem of today.” 
He said in part:. 

“Manual training then, as we are 
endeavoring to embody it in our 
school system, is not a fad, but a 
substitute for some of that educa- 
tion which home conditions former- 
ly supplied, and which is an abso- 
lutely essential part of a child's 
training if he is to be given deftnes: 
of hand, ingenuity of mind in hand- 
ling material things, and steadiness 
of will. Manual training is mental 
training in every sense of the word, 
but it is a sort of mental training 
that books can never give, and for 
which no adequate equivalent can 
ever be found.” 

Passing on to physical education, 
Mr. Barbour stated that the call for 
this education was one phase of the 
present general movement for the 
conservation of resources.

On the other hand in discussing in- 


dustrial education we must not for- 
get that there must always be voca- 


tional education or training. People 
have to be taught to work as well as 
read. The home has always been an 
effective agency in developing the 
workmanship quality, but only re- 
cently have we seen schools, devoted 
in vocational 
training. As years go on, the home, 
farm and shops are growing less and 
less effective. This is due to the 
change in social conditions and in- 
dustrial methods. 

The characteristics of 
education are to remedy this condi- 
tion. It is a great mistake to as- 
sume that this can be taught by the 
Same system as liberal education— 
that is on a basis of books or exer- 
cises. There must be more of the 
practical element. The student must 
learn by doing. There is too much 
imitation and too little principle. In 
vocational education the teacher must 
be primarily a shop man a producer, 
one who knows how and secondly a 
teacher. 

Mr. Snedden mentioned an experi- 


vocational 


ment being tried out in Fitchburg 
where the boys work alternate weeks 
in the school and shop. He also 


spoke of the excelling of the German 
methods along this line of training. 

“From the etandpoint of social 
economy,” said the speaker in clos- 
ing, “the developement of vocational 
education is essentially necessary. 

The many inquiries at the close of 
the address testified to the interest 
of the club in the matter and a rising 
vote of thanks was tendered Com- 
missioner Snedden.

To insure the 
success of the thousand gardens there 
must be paid inspection and there 
must be money to pay the inspectors. 
In order to raise thie money the 
Education Committee is to give an en- 
tertainment on Friday evening, April 
29th, at Alpha hall. The proceeds 
from this and the annual May fes- 
tival will be used for the home gar- 
den work, also to pay a young woman 
to teach swimming to girls and wom- 
en and give physical instruction to 
the Girls’ club and women employed 
during the day time. The classes for 
working women may be held on Sat- 
urday afternoons.

WASHINGTON LETTER, 
Washington, April 16, 1910. 

An episode of the week of no very 
great importance, but withal having 
Some significance, was the address of 
the President to the leaders of the 
National Woman's Suffrage Associa- 
tion in this city. The President did 
not squarely take issue with the 
propoganda, but expressed some 
doubt as to the ultimate results of 
the enfranchisement of the sex, These 
doubts were perhaps justified from 
his long study and observation of 
male suffrage and from his knowl- 
edge that the man best qualified to 
vote most frequently had his vote 
cancelled by the worst qualified vot- 
er. He knows, as does every 
Statesman, that suffrage is at best a 
makeshift and that until a combined 
psychometer and phrenometer shall 
be invented which will accurately 
take stock of the mind and morals of 
the voter and a law be passed that 
will enable every man’s vote to 
weigh according to his stock of sense 
and soul, popular suffrage cannot be 
more than a blundering, clumsy in- 
strument for the attainment of wis- 
dom and purity in government. It is 
the mistake of a few hundred or per- 
haps a few thousand good women to 
imagine that they have in suffrage a 
panacea for the cure of bad govern- 
ment. They have not thought enough 
or gone deep enough historically or 
philosophically into the subject. 
Well, Mr. Taft tried to tell them 
something of this kind, although he 
would not have dared to have spoken 
out as plainly as your humble cor- 
respondent, and his gentle advice was 
received with hisses and cat calls, 
almost under the eaves of the White 
House, from the ladies In the audi- 
ence, who showed that they were no 
more polite than men and even less 
reverential. Whatever may be sald 
against the President, he is a man 
and a gentleman. If these ladies had 
called on Dr. Samuel Johnson, they 
would doubtless have been recelved 
with the “Fiddle de de, my dears” in 
which he replied to a deputation of 
ladies who congratulated him on the 
publication of Rasselas. Today it fs 
said the reponsible members of the 
National Woman's Suffrage League 
are trying to throw the responsibill- 
ty for the impoliteness upon unat- 
tached female hoodlums in the audi- 
ence, 

The work for the establishment of 
a Washington memorial in the shape 
of a great forum or hall to be used 
by visiting delegations and congress- 
es from all parts of the United States 
and the world is proceeding succese- 
fully. The structure is to be known 
as the George Washington Memorial 
Building. Tentative plans for the 
building which will contain an im- 
mense auditorlum seating not less 
than five thousand people and a num- 


ber of smaller halls to be used by 
scientific and literary and patriotic 
societies, have been sub- 


mitted. It is also proposed that fu- 
ture inaugural balls shall be held In 
this memorial building. 

Indications point to the adoption 
by Congress of thé two battleship 
program. Senator Hale of Maine, a 
strenuous opponent of big ships, it is 
thought will not oppose them this 
year, and the sentiment for these 
colossal ships is strong in the House 
of Representatives. There was much 
talk in the early part of the session 
about an empty treasury and that it 
was needful to be economical.

Bill. It will be remembered that 
Senator Burton was for many years 


head of the Rivers and Harbors 
Committee of the lower House. He 
there acquired a more thorough 
knowledge at first hand of the rivers 


and harbors schemes in the United 
States than any other man. What 
he knows about waterways in this 


country and Europe he has gained by 
profound investigation or at first 
hand. In short, he is an authority 
and probably better entitled to be 
heard than any man in the United 
States. In his minority report he de- 
nounces squarely what he calle @ 
“dribbling policy,” in appropriations 
for harbor and river purposes. He is 
opposed to the system making a lot 
of small piece-meal appropriations 
instead of those sufficiently large for 
the completion of the work. But the 
most notable feature of his minority 
report relates to the conflict between 
water and railroad transportation. 
For years it has been the policy of 
the railroads to reduce rates on cer- 
tain classes of freight for the pur- 
pose of driving river steamboat 
navigation out of businese. Mr. Bur- 
ton desires to have the Interstate 
Commerce Commission fix minimum 
rates on railroads when necessary to 
protect water transportation.

EXPRESS PERMITS. 


Boston papers had considerable to 
say Thursday about the City of Quin- 
cy going dry, because the Committee 
on Licenses had neglected to act on 
permits to transport liquor. No one 
need worry much however. As a mat- 
ter of fact it would have been useless 
to have passed any permits at the 
last meeting of the Council, for if it 
had been done the job would have to 
be done over again. 

Under the law providing for com- 
mon victuallers and other minor 
licenses, it is provided that licenses 
may be granted in April to take ef- 
fect May 1. In the matter of liquor 
permits, however, there is no such 
provision and the City Solicitor has 


ruled that the Mayor can not sign 
them until May 1. If the permits had 
been passed last Monday it would 


have been necessary for the Mayor to 
approve, or disapprove them within 
ten days or they would become a law 
without his signature. As there were 
more than ten days intervening be- 
fore May 1, it can readily be seen 
that the situation was a peculiar one. 

A year ago the council met a few 
days before May 1, and passed the 
permits from which the Mayor with- 
held his signature until May 1. The 
same thing can readily be done this 
year if the Mayor special 
meeting.

“The buildings are all in the Italian 
Renaissance style, and have been in- 
spired by classic models, adapted to 
the demands of the climate. A very 
successful treatment of the pillars in 
all the facades lends an air of 
stateliness and dignity in harmony 
with their purpose. In the case of 
the Hispanic Museum the interior is 
wholly Spanish in treatment, both as 
regards its design and color scheme.” 

Mr. Huntington was also one of the 
two successful competitors among 
63 for the Fulton Memorial water 
gate between 114th and 116th streets, 
which may cost $2,500,000. 

His plan provides for a large basin 
at the waterfront, with piers extend- 
ing from the extreme north and 
south property lines of the gateway 
into the river. At the end of each 
pier is a large beacon, to mark the 
entrance, and at the sides are land- 
ing platforms reached by steps, 
gangplanks and floats. 

A landing plaza extends the en- 
tire width from the bulkhead line to 
a wall at the railroad tracks, and it 
is bounded at the north and south by 
colonnades abutting into arched pa- 
vilions at their westerly limit. The 
plaza accessible from the water 
by large floats and steps. 

A wide central flight of steps 
above the plaza reaches a bridge 
ever the railroad tracks, which, with 
its westerly extensions, forms a U 
shaped amphitheatre. This amphi- 
theatre has been planned for the ac- 
conmodation of crowds or grand- 
stands for the witnessing of such 
water fetes as the recent Hudson- 
Fulton celebration. 

Leading to the upper main plaza 
are monumental each side of 
the crypt, which reach a level with 
Riverside Drive. Here between two 
buildings is an entrance court 200 
by 150 feet. The north building is 
intended for a naval museum, in 
which may be placed relics or por- 
trayals of navigation before and af- 
ter the invention of the steamboat 
and pictures of celebrated navigators 
and inventors. The south building 
is designed for the reception of dis- 
tinguished guests and, like the north 
building, consists in plan of a domed 
vestibule with stairways to a base- 
ment of several rooms. On the main 
floor of the vestibule in each build- 
ing is a long exhibition hall with 
galleries and rooms at the sides. 

Around the buildings are wide ter- 
races with a projecting terrace to 
the west surrounding the monument.

A BOOK TALK. 


It may be helpful to those asking 
“What shall I read next?” to call 
their attention to some of the new 
books added recently to our excel- 
lent Public Library and to review 
some of the older and no less desir- 
able books on the shelves. I, myself, 
was reminded to take out one book 
in particular during the late “bit of 
a row” in the House at Washington, 
when Uncle Joe Cannon had such a 
good chance to show his grit and 
when the old man held out so well 
“he made even his enemies to praise 
him.” The book I refer to ought to 
be a matter of pride with all Quincy 
people for it was written by a for- 
mer Quincy woman, Miss M. P. Fol- 
lett. 

The subject has never before been 
so completely and satisfactorily 
handled, and required great patience 
and skill in the collecting and pre- 
senting of facts connected with it. The 
book is entitled “The Speaker of the 
House,” and though so profound a 
subject it is handled so clearly and 
interestingly that any layman, or lay- 
woman can read it understandingly. 

The Chapter called “Personal Ele- 
ment” forces us to conclude that hu- 
man-nature loves power and will 
grasp and make the most of it when- 
ever possible. The problem in con- 
nection with the Speaker always has 
been and will doubtless continue to 
be, shall he serve the party who put 
him in the chair, and which he un- 
questionably represents, or shall he 
act as an honest umpire and upright 
judge in the nice questions of the 
game and the law. Miss Follett con- 
cludes that “the drift of power to the 
Speakership is as clear as the fact 
that strong and forcible speakers 
have greatly affected the development 
of that power.” This book, as I just 
said, can be read now with special 
interest, though published several 
years ago. 

Another book on this subject just 
added to our Public Library is H. B. 
Fuller's “Speakers of the House,” 
which, an able reviewer says, while 
“less valuable and scholarly than 
Miss Follett’s, covers a later period 
and is better adapted for public 
library use.” 

There are some more recent books 
also of national interest, particular- 
ly those upon the Panama Canal, the 
South American Republics, and China, 
and Japan. Books in connection with 
all these vital questions have been 
added to our Library within the past 
two months. There is the “(Re-shap- 
ing of the Far East” by E. Putnam 
Weale in which he tells us that the 
“whole story of the past decade in 
China, Manchuria, Korea and Japan 
is most curious ,and their entangle- 
ment with one another and _ with 
European nations is without parallel! 
in the world’s history.” Graphic 
descriptions and fine illustrations 
make these volumes delightfully in- 
teresting. 

We have another book of Mr. 
Weale’s ,jhis latest, “The Human 
Cobweb.” It tells of the experiences 
of American and English capitalists 
in their atempts to establish railroads 
in China, and is woven rather clumsi- 
ly into the form of a love story. The 
god Cupid appears in full feather in 
the first chapter, but, very soon dis- 
appears almost completely until the 
last one.

NEW ROUTE TO BOSTON. 


It is probable that a new line of 
street cars will soon be opened in 
Dorchester which will shorten the 


time between Quincy and the Dudley 
street terminal. It is proposed to lay 
rails on Geneva avenue to Grove Hall, 
a distance of about three-quarters of 
a mile, so that cars can run from 
Fields corner via Geneva avenue and 
Grove Hall to Dudley street. It is 
claimed that this route would be 
several minutes shorter than the 
Dorchester avenue route. An exten- 
sion of the Elevated to Fields Corner 
wil soon be demanded. 


READY TO COMPROMISE. 


Gov. Draper has offered to com- 
promise with the labor men on the 
eight-hour bill. He has made it knoyn 
that he will sign the bill if it is 
passed minus the “prima facie evi- 
dence” clause. This is the clause in 
the bill which says that if any em- 
ploye shall work over eight hours in 
any one day, it shall be considered 
prima facie evidence of a violation of 
the law.

The truck was a heavy affair and 
weighed when empty 550 pounds. It 
was loaded with an assortment of 
bundles which did not add greatly to 
the weight. 

When news of the accident first 
came to Quincy there was much mys- 
tery as to how many were on the 
truck at the time, and just who the 
injured pereons were. The police at 
station No. 11 reported that one man 
was dead and another had gone to the 
hospital, and even then did not know 
the names of the parties, 

It is expecting too much of an 
inexperienced old man like Mr. Tully 
to properly protect a crossing like 
this. He has been on the job less 
than five weeks. As he sits between 
his shanty and the railroad he can 
see neither the approaching inward 
trains or approaching teams either 
from the east or the west of the track. 
Then his hours on duty are too long, 
from 6.30 A. M. to 630 P.M. He 
lives in Charlestown and is away from 
home about fifteen hours a day. A 
crossing like this needs gates, and 
even with gates there should be two 
alert flagmen. 

J. G. Miller, when asked this 
morning as to who was to blame for 
the accident, said that there was no 
question but what the railroad was. 
The flagman, he said, gave no warn- 
ing of the approaching train until 
too late. This flagman, he says, is 
not in a good position at any time 
to see approaching inward trains. 

Continuing he said that the car was 
a total wreck. It was valued at $3,- 
500 and the load which consisted of 
two mattresses and some small par- 
cels would perhaps total $200. 

He spoke very highly of Burgess. 
He was one of their oldest employes. 
He was strictly temperate and never 
drank anything, not even a glass of 
beer, and was considered a thorough- 
ly competent man in every way. 

At the office of Abbott & Miller this 
noon, it was learned that Burgess 
was still confined to his home, and 
would be for a week or two. That he 
was badly shaken up and bruised 
and sore from the effects of the acci- 
dent. Bean and Foy have practical- 
ly recovered from the effects of the 
accident. 

The emashed auto is still near the 
railroad tracks at Popes Hill where 
it landed after being struck, a silen 
witness to the accident.

FORE RIVER BRIDGE. 


At the State House on Wednesday 
a hearing was given by the Commit- 
tee on Roads and Bridges, 
on a bill of Mayor Shea ,that the 
county commissioners of the County 
of Norfolk, be authorized and direct- 


ck and is worth obout ed within one year from the passage 


of the act to make such repairs in 
the present bridge over Weymouth 
Fore River in Quincy and Weymouth 


a-| 48 said county commisioners shall, 


with the approval of the Harbor and 
Land Commissioners, deem reasonably 
necessary and proper ,and to widen 
the draw so that it shall have an 
opening of not less than 125 feet. 

The Transcript reports the argu- 
ments as follows: 

Senator Hultman, who opened the 
hearing, stated that the draw span 
now is in such a condition that con- 
siderable repairs are necessary to 
enable large vessels to pass through 
Mayor Shea and the bridge commis- 
sioners have decided that it is ab- 
solutely necessary to expend $18,000 
this spring in repairing the bridge. It 
has been thought wise, as repairs are 
to be made, that the draw opening, 
now a little under 100 feet wide 
should be made 125 feet. Through 
this draw pass some of the largest 
ships in the world. If any of the 
big ships of the Fore River Company 
should hit the piers—and there is 
only an average of seven feet each 
side their beam— the whole structure 
might be carried away. In the case 
of the battleship North Dakota there 
was but five feet in the clear each 
side of the huge hull in the draw. 
Under the apportionment by the act 
of 1900 Quincy pays 3 per cent of the 
cost of this bridge, and Weymouth 
and Hingham pay 15 per cent each. 

Mayor Shea urged the importance 
of widening the d-aw and repairing 
the bridge. The centre pier support- 
ing the swing draw is built wholly of 
concrete. It was originally intended 
that it should be supported by ma 
sonry abutments and piers, but to 
avoid expense the masonry was cut 
out. Now by the action of the water 
the concrete centre pier is badly dis- 
integrated and requires constant 
patching. 

Frank F. Crane, harbor and dock 
commissioner of Quincy, said that 
1,000 vessels go through the Fore 
River draw annually and the centre 
pier is in such condition that a slight 
blow would endanger the lives of the 
draw tenders and might bring the 
whole structure in to the river. 

Frederick E. Tupper, civil engineer 
said that he had examined the draw 
and found the centre pier badly pit- 
ted. To rebuild and reinforce the cen- 
tre pier with masonry abutments 
would cost approximately 
The expense would be borne by the 
county commissioners in the first 
instance and then aportioned be- 
tween the cities and towns. 

Representative Langelier desired to 
be recorded in favor of this bill.

make up WIRES UNDER GROUND. 


Some idea of the extent of damage 
done to the fire and police signal 
wires of the city by the storm of De- 
cember 26 may be had when it is un- 
derstood that a special appropriation 
of $3,500 was necessary to cover the 
expense of putting them back into 
condition. In some cases the entire 
fire alarm circuit had to be rebuilt, 
even to replacing the boxes, which 
were rendered useless by the fire 
alarm wires becoming crossed with 
wires carrying a heavy current. 

What was true of the fire alarm 
was also true of the police signal 
wires, all of the circuits being knocked 
out The worst police circuit was 
that through West Quincy, which is 
not yet in full working condition. 

Storms like that of December are a 
good argument in favor of placing all 
wires underground. All wire com- 
panies readily understand this, and the 
only thing that prevents their going 
undergroung immediately is the ex- 
pense. The telephone company how- 
ever are gradually getting the® wires 
underground, and in Quincy already 
have many of them there. They have 
underground conduits extending from 
the Quincy Point bridge to the Ne- 
ponset bridge and from the Quincy 
Adams depot along Water, Franklin, 
School and ‘Hancock streets to City 
Square, and some side streets. 

There is also now pending before 
the City Council an order granting 
them permission to lay underground 
conduits on Standish avenue, Beale 
street and Granite street.

LARGE ESTATE. 


The largest account ever filed in 
Norfolk county probate court was pre- 
sented at Brookline this week by Sal- 
ome B. Chase, Charles D. Sias, Ben- 
jamin S. Palmer and William T. Rich, 
executors of the will of Caleb Chase 
of Brookline.

This in no way 
justifies the skimping of packages, 
but only suggests whether ,after all, 
it is actually profitable in the long 
run.—New Bedford Standard.

The question of moving 
came up again at the meeting of the 
commandery Monday evening and as 
a result there was a large attendance 
of sir knights. 

When the question came to a vote 
96 voted to remain in Weymouth and 
127 to move to Quincy. There was 
great rejoicing among the Quincy 
members when the vote was an- 
nounced. Before the vote can be 
carried imto effect, however, it must 
be approved by the Grand Command- 
ery of Massachusetts and Rhode Is- 
land.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Washington, May 7, 1910. 
The 


President has returned to 
Washington after his visit to  Pitts- 


burg, Cincinnati and St. Louis, and is 


in conference with Senators and 
members of Congress with reference 
to the jeopardized railroad bill. No 


president, not even Col. Rosevelt, has 
travelled as much as President Taft. 
Chief Wilkie of the Secret Service, 
speaking of the President’s travelling 
has said that he has travelled so much 
that the money appropriated for his 
protection for a year has been ex- 
hausted in six months, and he urges 
that the appropriation for guarding 
the President should be increased to 
ten thousand over last year’s grant. 
The President will leave again on 
Monday to fill engagements outside 
the capital. 

The Ballinger-Pinchot investigation 
like the famous wounded snake, 
“drags its weary length along.” The 
attorney for Clavis Mr. Brandeis, has 
been cross examining Mr. Ballinger 
during last 2 days and Mr. Ballinger 
has been replying with great empha- 
sis and much show of resentment to 
the attorney's questions. It is given 
out that Mr. Ballinger will resign his 
place in the cabinet as soon as this 


investigation closes, which, it is un- 
derstood, will result in his formal 
vindication.

A Washington morning paper is 
authority for the report that some 


prominent men in this country, nota- 
Secretary Root, Congressman 
Longworth and Customs Collector 
Loeb of New York, have letters from 
Mr. Roosevelt approving the adminis- 
tration of President Taft and  an- 
nouncing the fixed and unalterable in- 
tention of his (Roosevelt's ) deter- 
mination to make his retirement from 
politics permanent. In connection 
with this report, there is another to 
the effect that through the financial 
Support of Mr. Carnegie and other 
multimillionaires, Mr. Roosevelt is to 
take charge of a national university at 
Washington which is to have the 
largest endowment of any university 
in the world. All these rumors are 
matters of comment and interest here, 
and there may or may not be some- 
thing in them. 

There has just arrived at Washing- 
ton a delegation of sixteen citizens of 
California, headed by the Governor of 
that state, with the object of inducing 
Congress to favor an International 
exposition to be held in San Francis- 
co for the purpose of celebrating the 
opening of the Panama Canal in 
1915. The delegation has been re- 
ceived by President Taft, and will be 
granted hearings before the House 


Committee on Expositions and the 
Committee on Appropriations. Most 
‘of the California Congressmen, of 


course, are in favor of this exposition 
at the recent earthquake-shaken city, 
but some members from southern 
California favor San Diego. The ma- 
jority of the members of Congress, 
however, believe that the capital of 
this country is the proper city for the 
celebration and that, owing to the 
fact that it is nearer the great centers 
of population, millions more people 
will be able to see the exposition at 
Washington than would be able’ to 
see it at either of the cities of San 
Diego or San Francisco on the Pa- 
cific shore. 

In military and naval circles 
there is much interest manifested 
with reference to the plans for forti- 
fying the Panama Canal. It appears 
that the military strategists have 
planned for much stronger fortifica- 
tions on the Pacific than on the At- 
lantic side. This is thought to be a 
great compliment to a certain insu- 
lar nation 5,000 miles acrose the Pa- 
cific. Both sides of the Canal, it is 
said, are to be put in a fortified con- 
dition so strong that no reflecting na- 
tion will wish to attack them. It 
seems that we, with our outlying for- 
tified picket poste, as they may be 
called ,at Porto Rico and in Cuba and 
Hawaii ought to be able to protect a 
powerfully fortified canal, but it may 
be hoped that we will never have to 
make a practical demonstration of our 
ability to do so. Our ex-President, it 
seems from the morning papers, is 
still repeating his “peace with a big 
stick” speech in Europe. Only yes- 
terday he made it in Christiana. Dng- 
land has never yet had to defend the 
Suez Canal, but possibly this ia be-

These two men raced away around 
opposite sides of the semicircle to the 
opposite corner where each handed 
his dispatch to the quartermaster in 
charge of the munitions. He received 
the bundle of boards, or blankets, or 
cart to pull, or horse to lead, as the 
dispatch called for and raced home 
as rapidly as his laden condition per- 
mitted. As soon as he was in, the 
second of his party reviewed his dis- 
patche and went racing off. So it 
was in reality a relay race illustrat- 
ing potentially the necessities of 
war. 

There was also a daruma_ race, 
which was really a sack race only the 
contestants were more fettered than 
usually they are. One stunt was for 
two blindfolded parties led by a blind- 
ed musician to engage in fencing with 
wooden rifles. Of course they mean- 
dered all over the lot and fought with 
each other, as much as with the ene- 
my.

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WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Washington, May 14, 1910. 


The administration railroad bill, 
adopted after three weeks’ discussion 
has been the most important legisla- 
tive event of the week, or perhaps of 
the session. There is much  diseus- 
political and legislative 
groups with reference to effect of bill. 
The regular Republicans insist that 
it reenacts the present law im regard

to the long and short haul. The 
Democrats see in it much progress 
in the right direction. The  inaur- 


gents are evidently disappointed with 
the bill as passed. It is ,however,

Under the terms of 
the bill as passed, the railroad will 
have to satisfy the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission that the rates are 
equitable and not unduly discrimina- 
tory. Under the present law, this 
has upon the shipper, 
who has had to oppose the long and 
short haul rates upon the ground of 
their unreasonableness. The  in- 
surgents are satisfied with thig fea- 
ture of the bill and are’ claiming a 
victory as far as it goes. The long 
and short haul feature of the bill 
was introduced by Senator Dixon of 
Montana and his amendment made it 
unlawful for any common carrier to 
charge more for a short haul than 
for a long haul when the short haul 
is included within the long haul. 
There was, however, a clause to the 
effect that by application to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, the 
common carrier might in some cases 
be authorized by the Commerce Com- 
mission to charge less for a longer

The 
passage of this amendment emphae- 
sizes what has long been evident 


with reference to all legislation, that 
little direct and positive progress can 
be made and that all enactments in 
closely contested bills are the result 
of a series of compromfhes and that 
very seldom radical or tmportant 
changes are enacted. 

Two more statues have been added 
this week to the many that adorn the 
parks, sjuares and triangles of 
Washington. One is an equestrian 
statue of Count Pulaski ,the other a 
herioc sized statue of Kosciusko. 
These statues have been presented by 
Polish citizens of the United States, 
who with their descendants, are sald 
to number from four to five millions. 
There was a great parade of regular 
and volunteer soldiery, fully 6,000 in 


number, with speeches from the 
President and cabinet officers, and 
also from distinguished Poles, and 


one delivered in the Polish language. 
There is no city in this country and 
searcely any city in the world that 
haS more bronze monuments than 
Washington and, quite a number of 
others are contracted for, notably 
that of the equestrian monument of 
General Grant, surrounded by a 
group of distinguished contempo- 


raries. 
There is now good prospect that 


Congress will pass a bill changing 
inauguration date from the prover- 
bially inclement March the 4th to the 
last Thursday in April, nearly two 
months later, and to a time of year 
more suitable for a great out-door 
pageant. The bill will be called up 
next week by Congressman Parker of 
the Judiciary Committee, who has it 
in charge ,and put upon its passage 
under suspension of the rules. Mr. 
Henry, who is the author of the bill, 
says that there is butone possible ob- 
tacle to its passage and submission 
to the states for ratification—he is 
afraid of indifference in Congress and 
not in the state legislatures after the 
measure has received the approval of 
the national Congress. If the bill is 
passed nearly two months will be 
added to the short session of Con- 
gress, and with the growing national 
business, these two months are of 
great importance. It is known that 
the new bill would assure good 
weather, or at least tolerable weather 
for the great public function which 
occurs once in four years ,the in- 
auguration of a president ,and which 
attracts now a quarter of a million 
people to Washington and which in 
good weather will attract a still 
larger number. The bill or amend- 
ment, if adopted will go into effect 
January Ist, 1913, which is after the 
term of the present Congress, and 
it arranges that the terms of the 
president and vice president then in 
office shall be extended to the fast 
Thursday in April and that all subse- 
quent terms of the _ president, vice 
president and members of Congress 
shall end on that day. It is bellfeved 
that if it once receives congres- 
sional approval ,the proposition will 
receive ratification by at least three- 
fourths of the states of the Union, 
which will make it a law. It is no- 
torious that owing to the inclement 
weather peculiar to the early days of 
March, lives of distinguished men have 
been lost, that the health of others 
has been impaired and it is doubtless 
the case that many others less dis- 
tinguished have met their death 
through visiting Washington in the 
inclement weather peculiar to the 4th 
of March, Inauguration day.

Washington, May 21, 1910. 

The capital of the United States is 
this week the scene of the greatest 
Sunday-school convention, so it is 
Said, ever assembled. It is estimated 
that there are present ten thousand 
delegates representing all the coun- 
tries of the world. These, with inter- 
ested visitors, make a throng upon 
the streets of pedestrians and sight- 
Seers in automobile vans and other 
vehicles that are suggestive of the 
crowds that flocks here once in four 
years to witness the inauguration of 
a president and the military pagean- 
try of the occasion. President Taft 
addressed the Convention Thursday, 
as also did John Wanamaker and 
other distinguished men. 

Unfortunately ,the race question has 
come up with its usual bitterness and 
a race clash is the result. It was the 
expectation of the colored ministers 
and church-goers of the city to have a 
prominent part in the Convention.

The President escorted 
her to the pulpit ,then in his charac- 
teristic way he said: “This is’ the 
real President of the United States.” 
He began, “It is a great honor to 
welcome to Washington’ ,the City 
Beautiful, a World’s Convention at a 
time when the city is most beautiful. 
From all parts of the world we wel- 
come here the representatives of one 
of the two or three great instrumen- 
talities for making the world better, 
more moral, more religious.” John 
Wanamaker addressed the audience 
in behalf of the Sunday-schools of 
North America. He said: “The na- 
tions of the world believe in America 
and England. They hear and heed 
them and they are hearing Theodore 
Roosevelt. When President Taft has 
completed his present term of office 
and the next one, he will be the 
world’s missionary for righteous laws. 
I can justly call him the  attorney- 
general for the Sunday-schools of 


North America. The Sunday-school 
idea has a new vision and its im- 
provements and enlargements are 


marching on. Like the tariff, it has 
been revised upward.” 

Much interest is felt in diplomatic 
circles here with regard to Secretary 
Knox's role as peace-maker amid the 
troubled conditions in South America, 
Central America and China. It is 
thought that if Secretary Knox's 
proffer to China has actually been 
sent to Pekin and accepted there, a 
remarkable situation in foreign rela- 
tions will have been established. It 
was a somewhat remarkable action 
on the part of the Secretary to offer 
to do all this country could in coop- 
eration with the Pekin government 
to check anti-foreign outbreaks.

There are several new monuments 
and in the near future several more 
will be set ,all of them beautifully, 
caryed stones. 

Superintendent Nichols has proved 
a capable man to handle so large an 
area and give each section its share 
of care, and every part of the ceme- 
tery shows the effects of his attention 
und ability, He is now doing every- 
thing in his power to make his work 
as complete as possible for May 30.

The 
speaker said he was not prejudiced 
against railroads, but they should be 
operated for the benefit of the people, 
and people who create corporations 
should contrel them. Waterways

In closing Mr. Small noted that the 
population of Quincy wag now 30,000. 
He expected soon that it would have 
100,000, and that its industries would 
be trebled. 

President Adams voiced the senti- 
ment of this meeting in extending 
thanks to the speakers of the even- 
ing.

What is the thought of the text? 
Simply this, that the Master was 
anxious that his hearers should honor 
Him, if not for the sake of Himself, 
for the sake of the cause which He 
loved, and my application of the text 
is this; while I realize that no individ- 
ual soldier of our nation will ever go 
begging for the honors of which he is 
worthy and while I realize that to a 
man none of you have come tonight, 
nor have you in all the past, ever at- 
tended a service of this kind simply to 
receive compliments, I know that in 
your heart there has ever burned the 
desire that as the years pass, the na- 
tion should hold in loving remem- 
brance the cause for which the indi- 
vidual soldier gave his life. I have 
said for which you gave your life! 
For though you have always been 
known as the boys who went to the 
front yet were you thinking boys who 
knew why you went and what you 
must face and it was the cause that 
prompted you to go. 

I wish then to speak of the cause 
and especially when I remember that 
the same factors which obtained in 
the cause of the '60’s and of ‘98 are 
the same factors which obtain now in 
the best interests of our National life. 
First Isubmit to you that the best in- 
terest of the Nation involves her due 
recognition of the just demands of 
humanity, be it in the home land or 
abroad. And men! the world acknow- 
ledges that it was this that led you to 
the front in the days of the war. It is 
said “that fair play and freedom have 
ever been the ruling passions of 
Americanism” and I take it that when 
the American yision became clear 
enough to see that 4,000,000 or more 
of human beings were the  ob- 
jects of commercial] life and the source 
of wealth rather than the subjects of 
the rights of independence that this 
American passion exerte itself and 
you fought for humanity's sake, I 
do not say that race problem is whol- 
ly solved nor will it for many a day 
but I claim that on all sides we may 
find illustrations of the wisdom of the 
ber 22d 1868, at the call of Gov.

Boil fifteen to twenty 
minutes, strain and let it come to a 
boil, then thicken with one teaspoon- 
ful of corn-starch disolved in cold 
water. Add a cup of hot Malted milk, 
a very little powdered mace, and 
serve with squares of thin toasted 
whole wheat or malted bread. 


A MEAT SUBSTITUTE. 


A perfect substitute for meat that 
is many times more nutritious and 
digestible, yet so like a meat loaf as 
to deceive almost anyone, is made as 
follows: To one pint of English wal- 
nut meats run through a meat chop- 
per, add one cup of bread crumbs, or 
toasted corn flakes moistened with 
two teaspoonfuls of melted butter. 
Season with pepper, salt and a little 
thyme, add a cupful of the Borden’s 
hot malted milk, prepared with three 
heaping tablespoonfuls of the powder 
to the half pint of water. Form into 
a loaf and bake in a moderate oven 
for one hour, basting with melted 
butter and water. Serve cold or with 
a hot tomato sauce made as follows:

If 
an ice shaver is not at hand a pin or 
needle will divide the ice into small 
fragments. Lemon, currant, black- 
berry, raspberry or strawberry jelly 
can ‘be used, and make most refresh- 
ing drinks for hot weather or for fe- 
ver patients.

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WASHINGTON LETTER, 


Washington, May 28, 1910. 

The lower House of Congress was 
this week the scene of an ugly epi- 
sode brought about by an effort of 
the Republicans under the leadership 
of Mr. Tawney, to secure a deficiency 
appropriation for President Taft's 
travelling expenses. Some Southern 
Democrats opposed the appropriation 
when Mr. Tawney came back at them 
with the taunt that they had invited 
the President to their states, accept- 
ed his hospitality ,ridden on his spec- 
ial train, eaten, drank and” smoked, 
and now grudged a small appropria- 
tion. Mr. Tawney made some slur- 
ring remarks about vaunted “South- 
ern hospitality,” to which a number 
of Southern members replied with 
great heat. That the episode is de- 
plored at the White House is shown 
by a letter today from the President 
to Mr. Tawney, which he has made 
public. The President concludes his 
letter to Mr. Tawney with the words: 
“In all my experience—and I have 
enjoyed the hospitality of many sec- 
tions of countries in the world—I 
never had a more cordial, generous, 
open and lavish welcome than I had 
in the Southern cities during my trip 
and the slighest hint that puts me in 


the attitude of a critic of that hos- 
pitality gives me great pain.” 
The Governor of the state of 


Louisiana, the mayor of New Orleans 
and a number of mayors of other 
Southern cities ,accompanied by the 
legislature of Louisiana, have been 
in Washington, during the week, urg- 
ing the merits of New Orleans asa 
site for the International Exposition 
in 1915. This delegation has received 
much official and social attention in 
its junket to Washington. hTey have 
been welcomed both at the Capitol 
and the White House and have had 
an excursion to Mt. Vernon. They 
have been heard by the House and 
Senate Committees on [Industrial Ex- 
position. At the conclusion of the 
hearing, the House chairman said he 
had been Informed that ‘Washington 
City also wished to be heacd = and 
asked if there were any advocates 
of Washington in the audience. 
There appeared to be no one present 
at that time to speak for the capital 
of the United States, but Senator 
Gallinger on the same day Introduced 
in the Senate a resolution authoriz- 
ing the holding of the Exposition in 
the National Capital. His resolution 
was identical with that of Represen- 
tative Moore in the House, recom- 
mending Washington as the proper 
locale for the celebration of this na- 
tional and international, long looked- 
for event. There will be no decision 
during the present session of Con- 
gress, but it is probable that the 
matter will be taken up early on the 
assembling of Congress next Decem- 
ber. ¢ 

Your readers will doubtless re- 
member the desire expressed by the 
President of the United States ina 
number of his public addresses’ for 
Such changes in criminal law as will 
more directly bring offenders to jus- 
tice and more effectually secure their 
punishment in the interest of repres- 
sing crime. The average American 
citizen does not fully realize the rela- 
tive status of his country in the crim- 


inal annals of the world. An emi- 
nent authority on the subejct of 
crimnology has recently written 


that “homicidal crime has increased 
450 per cent in the United States 
Since 1889 ,thereby the ratio of con- 
victions is less than 10 per cent. The 
ratio of convictions in Germany is 
95 per cent. Bar Russia, homicidal 
crime in the United States exceeds 
the total of that of any ten civilized 
nations. It is estimated that 350,000 
000 in the United States whom _ the 
law does not touch, choose and pur- 
sue criminal careers. The national 
debt is $964,000,000; the national cost 
of crime is $1,373,000,000.” It is 
common for us to hear from the pul- 
pit and from the platform that iguor- 
ance is the cause of crime. It is in- 
contestable that the American peo- 
ple pay more money for education 
than any other two countries in the 
world. Judged by this test, we are 
the most savage people in Christen- 
dom. 

There was considerable interest 
shown this week in the lower House 
of Congress over a provision iv the 
Sundry Civil Bill, appropriating for 
the support of soldiers’ homes. Mr. 
Kelliher of Massachusetts, Bartholt 
of Missouri and Stafford of Wiscon- 
sin, tried very hard to have the can- 
teen restored at these soldiers’ 
homes. Congress, however, refused 
to readmit the canteen. Mr. Sims of 
Tennessee made a fervid speech 
against the canteen in the homes and 
in the army ,and was cheered by 
me mbers of the Sunday School Con- 
vention in the House galleries,

At the hearing some weeks ago on the 
matter, the City of Quincy and the 
two towns appeared and objected to 
bearing the expense of the widening of 
the bridge. The government, howev- 
er, has apparently overruled the ob- 
jections and ordered the draw 
widened. To complete the work means 
the expenditure of quite a large sum

Is there not in some quarters a 
poor appreciation of the reduced 
rates which the Quincy Electric Light 
and Power Company have just put in- 
to effect? The reduction from 17 
cents to 15 cents per killowat hour 
for light means considerable to Quin- 
cy consumers, and will cut the rev- 
enue of the company about $6,000 per 
year, and Supt. Austin told the Board 
of Trade that there would be further 
reductions as the volume of business 
increases. It is the volume of busi- 
ness he says which is the big favor. 

Quincy should not overlook several 
facts. One is that the company is a 
Quincy company, and that practical- 
ly all the stock is owned by Quincy 
people, That they are more interest- 
ed in iving Quincy good service than 
a company of foreign stockholders 
would be. That the company today is 
giving excellent service, both for 
power and light. Large manufactur- 
ers of Quincy are getting electric 
power at a lower rate than in Boston 
and most cities of the State. The city 
itself is getting street lights at a 
very favorable figure. And the rates 
for private lighting also compare 
favorably with cities outside the Edi- 
son district. 

It is very important that the com- 
pany should be prosperous, and all 
should be glad that the Quincy com- 
pany has at last got on a good foot- 
ing. It has an up-to-date well 
equipped plant, and is paying the city 
a large Sum annually in taxes. No 
one charges that the company is over 
capitalized, or that the service is 
poor, Why not give credit for effort 
to give the best service 
the lowest price possible!

BOARD OF TRADE MEETS.

At the meeting of the Board of 
Trade on Wednesday evening, Coun, 
cilman John R. Richards, a granite 
manufacturer at South 


brought up the subject of facilities 
for loading granite, saying they were 
now inadequate at Quincy Adams and 
West Quincy. That during the month 
of May in particular during the rush 
in shipping Memorial day orders 
there was a serious congestion, which 
was working injury to the granite in- 
dustry of Quincy. He suggested that 
a new freight yard be established on 
the Granite branch of the N. Y., N. H. 
& H. R. R. about half way between 
West Quincy and Braintree. Oppor- 
tunity was offered between Centre 
street and the railroad for the estab- 
lishment of granite yards which 
could easily be connected by spur 
tracks. There should also be a pas- 
Senger depot in this vicinity. 

Mr. Richards moved the appoint- 
ment of a special committee of three 
to hold conference with railroad of- 
ficials and work for these improve- 
ments. 

Vice President Thompson, who was 
in the chair appointed John R. Rich- 
ards, E. J. Sandberg and Eugene R. 
Atwood. 

The main topic of the evening was 
prices charged in Quincy for electric 
lighting, Superintendent Fred Ww. 
Austin being present by request to 
represent the Quincy Electric Light 
and Power Company. 

Supt. Austin said he was ready to 
answer all questions relating to the 
Service, but might not be able to an- 
swer financial questions. 

Various questions were asked rela- 
tive to rates in comparison with other 
cities and towns, with a desire to as- 
certain why there was such a varia- 
tion in prices. Supt. Austin replied 
that conditions also varied, whether 
water power or steam power wag¢ 
used, the price of coal, cost of labor, 
volume of business, etc. He saia 
Quincy was lower today to large con- 
Sumers of power than the Edison 
Company, and all but two compan- 
ies; that it was making special con- 
cessions to merchants which other 
companies did not, in giving them the 
first installation of Tungsten lamps; 
that it was giving new householders 
kitchen lamps at $1.75 which cost 
$4.25; that if the volume of business 
is increased it will be further able 
to reduce rates for lighting. 

Some thought a discount of 25 per 
cent for prompt payment was exces- 
Sive, and favored the large consumer. 

It was brought out by the report to 
the State Commissioners that 17 per 
cent of the stock is owned by non- 
residents. That for the year ending 
June 30, 1909, the capital stock was 
$199,100; the number of chares, 1,991; 
the par value, $100; the market value, 
$120; the value of real estate of comy 
pany, $62,703.84; the value of ma- 
chinery, $326,073.34. H. M. Faxon, the 
manager and treasurer, owns 
cent of the stock. 

Mr. Austin said the recent reduc- 
tion in price meant a cut of $6,000 in 
receipts. He claimed it was the ob- 
ject of the company to give Quincy 
as good service as in any city. 

A vote of thanks was extended to 
Supt. Austin for attending the meet- 
ing. 

The committee appointed to confer 
with officials of the Citizens’ Gas 
Company, of which W. E. Piper was 
chairman, reported an interview with 
President Richards, who did not feel 
that company could at present reduce 
the price. He said the expenditures 
in Quincy had been very heavy in lay- 
ing mains, etc. However, the com- 
pany was on a paying basis now, and 
“would within the next year make a 
material reduction in the price of gas 
in Quincy.” 

A statement accompanied the report 
showing 2 miles of mains laid in 
1906; 17 miles in 1907, 21 miles in 
1908, 10 miles in 1909, and 4 miles to 
March 81 this year. They expended 
for street mains $22,291.16 in 1906 
$102,283.04 in 1907, $111,042.79 in 
1908, $52,025.97 in 1909, and $13,492.68 
thus far in 1910. The net increase in 
meters in five years has been 2,566. 

The committee on the annual ban- 
quet reported all bills paid and a 
balance of $9.07.

granted a limited one last year. 

Bentley ‘Warren appeared for the 
company and City Solicitor McAnar- 
ney for the city of Quincy. 

Mr. Johnson of the Keith Shoe com- 
pany said he had a store in Quincy 
and factory in Weymouth and wanted 
the trolley freight privileges. 

Robert T. Johnson of Johnson Bros. 
also appeared in favor to get better 
service. 

J. A. Sedgwick favored an unlimit- 
ed grant, but would reserve to Rail- 
road Commissioners and city the 
right to revoke under certain condi- 
tions. 

In opposition, Councilman J. L. 
Richards favored only a limited 
grant. 

W. F. Lakin, representing the Ward 
Four Improvement Association was 
against an unlimited franchise. 

Ex-Councilman J. Q. A. Field was 
against any grant at all, believeing 
the streets were too narrow. 

Councilman C. A. Ericson was op- 
posed until such time as the street 
railway company was compelled to 
share in expense of necessary street 
widening. 

President E. R. Stone of the Board 
of Trade was opposed to an unlimited 
franchise, 

The counsel argued the case, and 
Mr. Warren agreed to all restrictions 
imposed except the ten year limit. 
The hearing then ciosed.

EX-COUNCILMAN DEAD. 


Michael Owens, a well known gran- 
ite manufacturer, and an ex-member 
of the City Council, died at his home, 
64 Willard street, Sunday night after 
a long illness, aged 68 years. 

Mr. Owens was a native of Ireland, 
but came to Quincy when a child, and 
has lived here ever since with the ex- 
ception of the years 1859 to 1864, 
when he was at sea. Returning to 
West Quincy he learned the trade of 
stone cutter ,and in 1876 went into 
business for himself, operating a 
quarry and cutting sheds until ill- 
ness obliged him to give up active 
business life. In 1876 he married a 
daughter of the late Adam Vogel, who 
with a son and daughter survive him. 
His son is Charles H. Owens, a for- 
mer member of the School Committee. 

Mr. Owens was a staunch Repub- 
lican and although residing in a 
strong Democratic ward, he was elec- 
ted to serve that ward in the City 
Council in 1898 and 1899. He was a 
member of St. Francis court, M. C. 0. 
F., and the Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association. 

The funeral was held Wednesday 
from late home, 64 Willard street, and

~NEW TIMETABLE, 


i Only once before has .there _been 
such & radical change in “the running 
Boston as. will take place when the 
new timetable on the New Hayen 
goes into. effect on Sunday. Practi- 
cally every ‘train has been changed, 
and forthe first few days people will 
be somewhat puzzled. The number of 
inward trains under the new schedule 
is 35, or two less then at present. On 
Sundays, however, Quincy will get 21 
inward trains as against 16 at pres- 
ent...Of the outward trains there. will 
be forty on week days the same as 
now. .On Sundays there will be 20 
outward as. against 16 now. 

The scheme of the new timetable is 
that trains from Boston will leave at 
15 and 45 minutes past the hour.. The 


, 15 minutes past the hour will be ac- 
* commodation, that is they will stop at 


most of the stations between Quincy. 

and Boston, although at certain hours 
they will stop at only part of them.) 
these trains will arrive from 37 to 41! 
minutes past the hour. The trains!

| hour, -as a rule, will run express to 
Wollaston and will arrive in Quincy 
on the hour. Some of these, however, 
will run express to Quincy. In some 


! cases (Wollaston will get a train that 
! does not make the Quincy stop and 


Quincy ‘Adams will get atrain that 
does not make the Quincy stop. 

The late trains will leave Boston 
at 10.20, 11.15 and 11.25. The first 
two will make stops at Harrison 
Square and stations from there to 
Quincy. The 11.25 train however will 
run express to,Wollaston and arrive 
at Quincy at 11.42. 

The changes on the inward . trains 
are equally.as complicated although 
the general scheme seems to be that 
trains. leaving Quincy at 4 minutes 
past the hour run express from Quin- 
cy or from Wollaston, while trains 
leaving at 19 minutes past the hour 
make all of the stops. In the early 
morning and early evening, however, 
the trains are more frequent. 

The idea seems to be to give Quin- 
cy half-hour service with every other 
train an express. As with the out- 
ward trains, there are two trains 
which make stops at Wollaston and 
not at Quincy, and one train that 
makes the Quincy Adams stop and not 
Quincy. 

Practically all of the express trains 
going in both directions are Ply- 
mouth trains, most o fthem going via 
South Shore. All Brockton trains 
will run via of West Quincy, and in 
order to go from Quincy to Brockton 
it will be necessary to take the local 
train for Braintree where a wait of 
fourteen minutes will be necessary 
for the Brockton train. 

The last inward train under the 
new timetable will leave at 11.03, or 
seventeen minutes earlier than at 
present. This train will run express 
from Atlantic and will arrive in Bos- 
ton at 11.20. 

On Sundays, Quincy will get a num- 
ber of new express trains and practi- 
cally all of the Nantasket junction 
trains going in both directions will 
make stops at Quincy.

NEPONSET BRIDGE. 


Boston, which a year ago seemed 
red hot for a new bridge between 
Quincy and Neponset, has cooled off 
somewhat ,and the city is now op- 
posing legislation. The first bill for 
the bridge called for Boston to pay 
30 per cent of the cost. The present 
bill before the legislature provides 
that Boston shall pay 60 percent, 
Quincy 15 per cent, Norfolk county 
10 per cent, street railway 10 per 
cent ,towns of the Metropolitan park 
district 15 per cent, and the State 10 
per cent.

Merymount illustrated the romantic 
side, and she told of the Dorothy Q.

A delightful variation in the pro- 
gram was the piano solo by Miss 
Loring, which was admirably render- 
ed, and showed not only careful 
training but her natural ability. 

Miss Covey’s paper on the “De- 
velopment of the professional nurse, 
began with the Eastern wars, and 
told how it had grown from a simple 
beginning centuries ago, to the pres- 
ent. She paid high tribute to Flor- 
ence Nightingale and our Clara Bar- 
ton. 

Miss Miner showed her thorough 
knowledge of the work of the Con- 
sumer’s League, started by women in 
New York, which has proved a power.

She pictured Mammy, the 
old time Southern darkey, sitting 
under an oak tree in June, with a 
Kentucky cardinal singing over 
head; of the instinctive trust, and 
sweet forgetfulness when rocked by 
Mammy, while she sings “The moon 
am shinin’ bright.” Of Mammy’s pride 
in her child way off in Yankee land. 


In closing Miss Tarkington sang 
with all the sweetness and warm 


touch of nature of the south land, one 
of mammy’s negro melodies that left 
a longing for more.

DR. KENDALL'S GARDEN, 


In the annual report of the Massa- 
chusetts Horticultural Society just re- 
ceived, we notice the following refer- 
ence to a Quincy estate, which may be 
of interest to those acquainted with 
Dr. W. G. Kendall and his efforts. 

“Dr. W. G. Kendall's fruit garden 
at Atlantic is well deserving of men- 
tion in this report, as it the 
fruit culture on a 
small scale. The whole area of his 
including the ground the 
house stands on, is a little more than 
an acre, and besides ornamental trees 
which are planted along the sides of 
the lot, there are many full-sized ap- 
ple trees on the lawn; pear, peach, 
and plum trees in the rear of the 
house; with grape vines covering all 
of the available space. Small 
fruits are planted wherever space af- 
fords, while flowers and vegetables 
are not forgotten. 

“Dr. Kendall believes thoroughly in 
pruning, thinning, and spraying, and 
his garden is a fine illustration of 
these arts, showing to what a high 
state perfection fruit can be 
brought when thorough knowledge 
and care are given to the subject. 
The trees, vines, ete. here remind 
one of those in the French and Eng- 
lish gardens where pruning is carried 
to the highest state of perfection, 
Absolutely no surplus wood is al- 
lowed to remain and to the average 
person the trees look as if too much 
wood had been removed; but results 
tell and when the ripened fruit is 
shown one realizes that in order to 
get such fine specimens it is neces- 
sary to use the highest skill poss- 
ible. 

“One of the most striking and 
novel ideas in the garden is the sys- 
tem of training the grapes; for here 
where space is valuable the vines 
cannot be allowed to grow as in vine- 
yard culture, so the yines are trained 
high on trellises and wires, in many 
cases running from 20 to 25 feet from 
the base of the yine, and at a height 
varying from 6 to 8 feet in order to 
catch all the sun and light possible. 
Dr. Kendall also practices girdling on 
many of the late grapes; and such 
varieties as Catawba and Isabella are 
riepned to perfection in a slimate 
that is very uncertain, 

“There should be more of these 
gardens about Boston So that our ex- 
hibitions drawing from these could 
show the great possibilities in fruit 
culture not only for the amateur but 
for the commercial man.”

INCREASED ACTIVITY. 


The Boston Globe prints the fol- 
lowing Washington dispatch which 
probably means increased activity at 
the Quincy shipyard: 


“Although the State department 
was largely instrumental in securing 
for the Fore (River Shipbuilding 


company the lucrative contract from 


the Argentine government for the 
construction of two great dread- 
noughts, it apparently has just 


learned ‘quite incidentally of an inter- 
esting and important provision in 
the contract. 

“This grants the Argentine govern- 
ment the option to have a third bat- 
tleship built within a stated term, for 
the eame price as those now under 
construction. This fact transpired in 
the course of a speech made on May 
5 by the president of the Argentine 
Republic to the Congress of that 
country. 

“Another important feature of the 
contract, which still remains veiled 
in mystery, is the period of time al- 
lowed for the construction of the two 
ships already under way. Much 
curiosity has beep shown by foreign 
governments on this point. but so far 
the contractors refuse to give any 
information concerning it. 

“It is suspected that they intend to 
try to establish a record in the mat- 
ter of battleship construction, if not 
of the world, then at least for 
America.”

WASHINGTON LETTER. ‘ 


Washington, D. C., June 11, i910. 

Hon, E. C. Stanley ,a member of 
Congress from Kentucky, has pre- 
sented a unique bill in Congress, It 
is to provide a government cold 
Storage plant in Washington. He 
insists that such a plant will more 
than pay for itself in saving the 
government thousands of dollars 
yearly. Dr, Wiley, the distinguished 
government chemist and advocate of 
the pure food laws, expresses his 
approval of the Stanley bill. He says 
a government ice house will result in 
vetter provisions for the army and 
uavy and cut off the enormous profits 
of the meat trusts. A cold storage 
plant built by the government ac- 
cording to the statement of this bill, 
will cost a million and a half and it 
is provided that the Secretary of the 
lreasury shall buy a site and pro- 
ceed at once to build a model  stor- 
age house for meats, butter, yegeta- 
bles and such other foods as are 
issued to the army and naval forces 
of the United States, 

‘The bill has another purpose in 
that it will give the government a 
chance to study and learn the cost of 
keeping perishable foods in a health- 
ful condition without taking the evi- 


dence of interested and prejudiced 
men in the employ of the _ trusts. 
Moreover, it will save thousands 


yearly by supplying food to the army 
and navy and to the Soldiers’ Home 
situated in Washington and to other 
soldiers’ homes in different parts of 
the country. In his argument in fa- 
vor of the bill, Representative Stan- 
ley says that the most odious and op- 
pressive of all trusts is the food 
trust, and he points out that although 
protest that 
prices with 


the cold storage men 
charges of exorbitant 
which they are indicted have been 
disproved, it is universally believed 
that cold storage in the hands of the 
trusts is one of the main causes’ of 
high price of foods. 

Representative Stanley 
Wiley have been in correspondence. 
In a recent letter to Dr. Wiley, Mr. 
Stanley asked his opinion with refer- 
ence to the feasibility and advantages 
of the cold storage plant. In this let- 
ter he said: “It is certain that cold 
storage men are in the habit of keep- 
ing meat and other foods long after 
they cease to be wholesome. The 
government experiences great difficul- 
ty in obtaining accurate information 
and must necessarily depend upon 
expert statements of interested par- 
ties.” In replying to this letter, Dr. 
Wiley said: “In regard to the sub- 
ject of a cold storage plant in Wash- 
ington, in so far as facilitating our 
investigations on the storage of food 
is concerned, I am free to say it 
would be of the greatest advantage. 
A government ware-house which 
could collaborate with us in securing 
definite degrees of refrigeration 
would be advantageous.” Dr, Wiley 
declared that cattle are sold from his 
farm near Washington and bought by 
the consumers at less than half the 
prices charged in Washington or any 
other city where it is necessary to 
buy cold storage meat. Mr, Stanley 
argues that if Dr. Wiley is correct in 
his statements the government will 
quickly be repaid for the money in- 
vested in a cold storage plant, and 
moreover, that the military and naval 
forces of the country will be supplied 
with a better quality of eatables. Mr. 
Stanley says that the plant could be 
operated by the government at a min- 
imum cost and that inasmuch as the 
government has refused to buy to- 
bacco from the tobaceo trust or pow- 
der from the powder trust, there is 
no reason why it may not make every 
effort to obtain its supply of meat in- 
dependent of the meat trust, which 
has been time and time again indict- 
ed and convicted. He says that it is 
not intended to have the government 
go into the meat business, but that 
inasmuch as the government is_ the 
largest purchaser of meats and other 
like products, it is its duty to the 
taxpayer to secure provisions in the 
most economical way. 

During the last year more than a 
million of dollars was expended for 
meats for soldiers’ homes alone, The 
army expended over two millions of 
dollars for fresh meats, to say noth- 
ing of bacon and lard. The navy bill 
for butter was $400,000 at the rate of 
33 per pound. The fresh meat for 
the navy cost fifteen millions. Be- 
sides, we purchased thousands of 
pounds of poultry. Swift, Armour, 
Cudahy and other like concerns 
furnished this food at exorbitant cost 
to the government and at immense 
profit to themselves.

The preparation of Mt. Wollaston | 
cemetery, opened in 1854, had be- | 
come so far advanced in the fall of 
1855, that the committee deemed it| 
ready for the sacred ceremony of 
consecration, which it was decided’ 
should be on the first day of Novem- 
ber, 1855, but not without consider- 
able cpposition. 

The advent of the Know Nothing 
Party, (so-called,) in 1855, a secret 
political organization, whose avowed 
principles were strongly anti-Catho- 
lic, and who swept the State and town 
like a whirlwind for two or three 
years, electing their offiers with large 
majorities, revived in a most bitter 
and hostile manner a strong opposi- 
tion to the Catholic. So powerful 
was this antagonistic sentiment at 
this time, that a large majority of 
the committee on the Mount Wollas- 
ton Cemetery were opposed to its con-

MORTGAGE BURNED. 


Tuesday evening the six-day cele- 
bration of the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the Swedish Congregational 
Church was brought to a close by 
burning the mortgage on the church 
building. The congregation was ad- 
dressed by Rev. David Tornwall, fol- 
lowed by Rev. C. A. Bjornbom, a 
former pastor of the church, both of 
whom spoke of the splendid work 
done by the congregation in their 
field of endeavor.

As the docu- 
ment burned the congregation sang 
one stanza from an impressive Swed- 
ish song of praise in their native 
tongue. 

Rey. C. E. Rydstrom, the pastor of 
the Swedish Methodist church de- 
livered an address of congratulation. 

The closing address was by the 
Rev. Emil Holmblad. 

During the six days from Thursday 
to Tuesday there have been services 
every evening at the church on Gar- 
field street, the most interesting of 
which included an historical address 
by the Rev. Emil Holmblad which 


covered every point of the work of 
the church. Mr. Holmblad is one of 
the older clergymen in this section, 


and is, there fore, thoroughly con- 
versant with every stage of Congre- 
gational progress. 

Monday evening pastors of neigh- 
boring churches were invited to at- 
tend the services and the congrega- 
tion heard a number of them speak, 
notably the Rey.

LINCOLN MEMORIAL ROAD, 


New impetus was given this week 
to the plan of the Lincoln Memorial 
Road Association to have the gov- 
ernment build a road from Washing- 
ton to Gettysburg in commemora- 
tion of the martyred President. At 
a meeting of the association which is 
fostering the idea, held this week in 
the Waldorf-Astoria, New York, it 
was decided to start a nation-wide 
propaganda in support of the meas- 
ure, which is said to have the ap- 
proval of Secretary of State Knox 
and other prominent Federal offi- 
cials. The road as proposed is to be 
72 miles long, and will cost in the 
neighborhood of $2,500,000. In its 
scope and general outline, if carried 
out as designed, it will be one of the 
most unique tributes ever made to 
a notable character in any country 
in the world. At different times, 
pills designed to effectuate the plan 
have been before Congress, spon- 
sored by men of national promin- 
ence, but for one reason or another 
have been stifled in committee. By 
means of its organization, the Lin- 
coln Memorial Association now 
hopes to develop sufficient senti- 
ment throughout the country before 
next winter to insure the concurrence 
of both branches of the national leg- 
islature in the plan.
